NAPOLEON I. was always in too great n 


hurry.. This charuGleristic quality especial 
ly showed itself when ho set about commit- 
ting that most profitless of crimes, the <3i 
vorce of Josephiuo. Ho Urst thought o 
marrying the Graqd puchess Autie, sisto 
of the Emperor of .itussift. 
[Before Cnulaiu 


court, the French limhassailor at St. Peters 
burgh, had had lime ; to flotind the czar 01 
the subject, Napoleon had changed hia aoim" 
and decided on an' :alliance with the 'housi 
of i Hapeburg. Stiuh being the case, hii 
course was clear enough; viz., to instruc 
CaulaiucourL not to press his suit too^ager 
ly, to show no dispositiqh .to smooth awa; 
difficuHies, nnd to allow the negotiation 
gradually to fall to the ground. Instead o 
this Napoleon sent a letter, probably with 
out precedent iu the annals of courtship, it 
which Ije ordered hiu ambassador to presou 
a kind of matrimonial ultimatum to tin 
czar, demaudiug a categorical answer, bo 
fore the expiration of ten days, to his pro 
posal. Of course this was__ to ensure a re 
fusal.indso to sot the emperor at liberty,bu 
at the cost of affronting the only raonercl 
on the continent of Europe whom Napoleon 
liad reason to fear, 'i'hroo hundred thousand 
French soldiers woro lu pay with their live! 
for^Lhis piece of bramloGG impertinence. I*« 
such are the untunil rosults of imperialism; 
or the government of n nation for the beue 
fit of an individual. 
Will France return to 


this rule ? 


lie was born a king, if to command tb 


obedience of men bo the whole art of lung 
ship, which may perhaps be doubted. 
lie 


seams in general to have acted on the plan 
of Frederick the groat; that is, lie demand 
ed nothing but success from his liouttiuanla 
and was careless of the means thoy took to 
obtain it. 
Duly failure ho would never for- 


givo. It was a favorite saying of his tha 
he never judged men but by results. I 
was to no purpose that Massona gave excel 
lent reason for his defeat by Wellington 
Napoleon wanted victories, and not explana- 
tions. There is a foolish story, to which KO 
eminent a man as Southoy could give ere 
dence, to the effect that Admiral Villonouvo 
was assassinated by order of tho emperor 
after his disgrace at Trafalgar. There em 
be no serious doubt that the unfortuunlo 
commander cmnmitlcdsuicido in sheer ter- 
ror at the idea of an interview with tho 
stern mastor whoso plans he had caused to 
miscarry. 


It is fair to .add that those of his captains 


who-werb KucccsKfulhad no need to com- 
plain that thair services were insufficiently 
appreciated. Even Hassoua had acquired 
an income of §100,000 while his star was in 
the ascendant. Sonlt had §GO,000 a year, 
Ney nearly $150,000: Davoust §180,000; 
whilo U:.'r^iicr, I'riuco of Neuchatel, en- 
joyed a princely revenue of some $270,000. 
"They will no longer firjlit/' Napoleon once 
exclaimed in a moment of dejection, re- 
ferring to his -generals. "I havo made 
them too rich." 


It may bo suspected that it was rather 


from motives of policy thaii of gratitude 
that Napoleon thus created the fortunes Of 
his marshals in a day. He ivas anxious to 
establish as a support to his throne a po'.v- 
erful aristocracy which in splendor and (to 
do him nstiiie) in the brilliancy of its 
achicvcmcnls MiniiU rival tho old nobility 
of Franco, 
lln .forgot, 
however, 
that 


though monarchy find democracy ^cjin exist 
aud have existed without prescription, nu 
aristocracy to bo venerable must absolutely 
baar tho soal.of iinliqiiity. In none of his 
projects had (Jromwolt failed move bopelefis- 
ly tlmn iu his ntiompl lo. reconstruct the 
House of Lords in England. Napoleon, it 
is true, aid not propose to confer legislative 
functions on his nobles as such; nevoithc- 
loss ho intended them to bo a privileged 
class, and this nlono was a uioro courageous 
tbaii wiiio uloa on Uio morrow of 178^.—
